The Making of Tubing.

One of the most important parts of
the bicyels, because it is the most in
evidence, is the tubing. The manufac-
ture of tobing 15 wow carried on ton
large extent in this conntry, althoogh it
is but recently that the home production
has reached a stage of perfection where
it conld successfully compete with that
of the Epglish concerns.

There are s number of methods of
making tubing, but the one mostly in
vogue nt present is what is termed the
cold drawn process, and it isof thisstyle
of tubing that all the high grade ma-
chines are at present being made. The
machinery required is ponderons, and
the power required to draw ount a piece
of steel without heating it is another ex-
hibition of the perfection of modern ma-
chinery.

There are a number of variations to
the method employed, one of which con-
gists in taking a piece of steel in the
shape of a bar or ingot. This is bored
through the center. It is then passed
through a die, after which it is heated
and treated to a bath in a secret prepa-
ration which removes the temper that
the drawing process imparts. This is re-
peated n number of times, and each die
used is smaller than its predecessor, with
the result that the tube grows smaller
and lopger. This is continned till the
tube is the right dinmeter and gange. —
Chicago Tribnne.

To Prevent Chapping.

As cold weather approaches women
try to devise menns for preventing
hands and lips from chapping. An ex-
cellant remedy to prevent chapping is
cold cream. The manicurist told me
that it also whitens the skin more than
any preparation. It has taken the place
of the old time remedy—mutton suet.
It should be well rubbed into the skin,
and gloves—preferably white—slipped
on, The palms of the gloves should be
glit in several places to allow the air
and prevent oramp of the muscle, and

DANGEROUS DISEASE.

DEMOCRATIC EDITORS AFFLICTED
WITH WOOLLY BRAIN.

Cerchral Trouble Frequeat In Free Trade
Minds—Dulls the Intallect, Obscures the
Vision aad Paralyzes the Fingers—Sane
Men SBoon Decome Silly.

Free trade editors are suffering from
a severe attack of woolon the brain. It
has a pecoliar effect upon the patient.
The woolly growth firet clogs the brain,
then it spreads downward clouding the
vivion. Reaching still lower in the sys-
tem it causes nothing but wool to ema-
nate from the vocal organs. The sufferer
becomes wrathy. His speech is both
wrathy and frothy. QGaining complete
mastery over the entire system, the dis-
ease reaches the finger tips. Wool clogs
the pen, smearing ink over a colnmn or
more of paper in a blurry mess withount
sense or meaning. This is the unfortu-
nate ocondition of the editors of The
Herald and The Times of New York.
They seem to have ticks in the head.
They are in sore need of some strong to-
baoco wash.

In the case of the editor of The Times
wool on the brain has assumed complete
mastery. He fusses and fumes, and
blusters and flusters along like a me-
chanical crank that grinds out a certain
gunantity of stuff with no care as to its
quality. The Herald's editor, however,
still retaine a spark of humor. He does
make an attempt to bolster up a bad
cause by argument. In his case the dis-
ease i not of the worst type. He is not
so wrathy or frothy as The Times man.
He hopes for recovery and writes about
*‘the stimulus of new life blood.'' He
needs it. He refers to statistics as fol-
lows:

“During July and August, 1894, the
exports of American manufactores of
wool aggregated only $06,787. But dur-
ing July and Avgust last the exports
aggregated $128,5642. If the rate at
which they were exported in August
last ($70,280 in a single month) were
maintained for a whole year, the tota
would be §915,068. " '

Where these fignres were procured we
don't know, The only reliable authority
is the burean of statistics of the treasury
department, which gives our exports of
manufactures of wool as follows:

The Herald's figures for the 18594
months were $400 too large. For this
year they were $10,008 too large. These
differences are important in proportion
to such a trifling export trade. The Her-
ald says, *'If the rate at which they were
exported in August last ($76,289 ina
gingle month) were maintained for a
whole year, the total would be $915,-
068.'" This is notso. It would be §915,-
468. That editor cannot multiply even,
But taking the only official figures of
August exports ($660,281), then **if the
rate were maintained for a whole year,
the total wonld be'" §7905,872, or $120,-
096 below what The Herald's miscaleu-
lation set forth.

Thig, however, only records onr sales
account. There is the purchase account
in the national ledger to be examined.

But
from the stundpoint of 1,500 woolen
mavufacturers and their 80,000 expploy-
ees this “'stimulos of new hrphl-uH and
splendid encouragement’’ bears a differ-
ent complexion.

Ballast In Demand.,
